RODUCTION and distribution of iron and steel 
sea under the obstacles and uncertainties 
caused by the prevailing strike conditions. More 
capacity steadily is being put out of commission as 
the pressure for fuel supplies grows. This includes 
this week some open-hearth and bessemer steel capac- 
ity notably in the Mahoning valley. Operations at 
many points are being maintained by the extensive use 
of fuel oil. Deliveries of steel already much ex 
tended have become measurably worse. Many buyers 
consequently recognize the futility of putting additional 
tonnage on mill books even to the limited extent pos- 
sible today. In some directions this is responsible 
for the slowing down of new tonnage and except for 
special features the market is quieter. Priority regu- 
lations on coal as yet have not directly affected the in- 
dustry and remain a threat rather than a restriction 
Prompt coke has sold up to $17 Connellsville ovens 
but offerings are few. The upward movement of 
prices however, has been checked somewhat by the 
prospect of priority regulations. 

Lake iron ore shipments in July were 8,942,336 tons, 
or more than May and June together. Pooling of 
coal receipts at lower lake ports to keep the fleet in 
operation may be followed. As yet only a few boats 
have been laid up because of a lack of coal.

“DUE time” the President is to appoint a com 


N 
mission to go exhaustively into the economic ills of 


the coal industry, and, it has been intimated, the 


commission will be nonpartisan. This is a determina 
tion against which the mine workers will throw their 
weight, as organized labor is always loath to enter 
an arbitration proceeding or investigation without a rep 
resentative on the inside. Yet it is difficult to see how 
any but a nonpartisan commission can effect the thor 
ough housecleaning that has become imperative 

The public and the government have suffered sufh 
ciently in the present coal strike to warrant the hope 
that this time the basic troubles will be ferreted out and 
remedied. The strength of the commission will de- 
termine the weight of its decision. A bipartisan board 
is more likely to reach a compromise than to promul 
gate abstract justice. The presence of operators and 
miners on such a commission would be equivalent to 
placing the advocates for contending parties on the 
bench, and these advocates should be before the bench

Restores Old Relationships 

Washington, Aug. 1.—Tariffs filed 
by railroads in official classification 
territory reducing freight rates on 
manufactured iron and steel articles, 
billets, articles taking the billet rate, 
pig iron, iron, iron and _ steel rails, 
and cross-ties from points in official 
classification territory to North At 
lantic ports for export 10 per cent as 
of Aug. 1 were suspended today by 
the interstate commerce commission 
Protests against the reductions were 
lodged by the traffic bureaus of 
Charleston, S. C., and Jacksonville, 
Fla. 

Under the McAdoo administration 
of the railroads, exports rates on iron 
and steel articles from official classi 
fication territory to North and South 
\tlantic ports were placed on a 
parity This parity was disturbed by 
the general rate advance of Aug. 26, 
1920, when the rates to North At 
lantic ports were increased 40 per 
cent and those to South Atlant 
ports 33 1/3. This was because the 
rates to North Atlantic ports wer 
intra-territory ones and so were sub 
ject to the 40 per cent increase in 
eastern territory. The rates to South 
Atlantic ports, being  intra-territory 
of 33 1/3 per cent advance imposed 
on shipments between territories 

lariffs becoming effective on Sept 
6, 1921, reduced the export rates from 
official classification territory to the 
North Atlantic ports 25 per cent, 
The South Atlantic rates were not

Foreign iron and steel is beginning 
to find its way again to Germany's 
home market. At present this is due 
to the short delivery terms rather than 
to prices. Pig iron and semifinished 
steel are being imported in considerable 
quantities from Luxemburg, Lorraine, 
England and to some extent from 
America. 

The imports of iron and _ steel 
amounted to 474,075 metric tons dur 
ing the first four months of this year 
In order to meet the strong demand 
for pig iron, the pig iron syndicate 
has imported every month 12,000 to 
15,000 tons, from Luxemburg, Lor- 
raine and England Consumers are 
quite willing to pay the higher price 
as long as they can obtain material. 
Inquiry has been strong for billets 
and other semifinished products and ex- 
ports of these goods have had to be 
suspended almost entirely. Business in 
rails has been very brisk, but only a 
few orders have been secured from 
abroad and at unfavorable prices, as 
German establishments are unable to 
compete any longer with Belgium. 

According to semiofficial computa- 
tions about 145,000 tons of rail orders 
have been lost to the German indus- 
try to the advantage of Belgium. 

The  central-railway administration 
has again placed some large orders in 
the home market. The capacity of 
German works for the production of 
steel ties has increased considerably 
since the reconstruction of several in-

dustrial plants. Orders from at home 


and abroad are lagging far behind ac- 
tual capacity for producing material for 
rolling stock.

Investigates Mechanical 
Working of Invar 


Invar steel is difficult to work m 
chanically but is an important alloy 
for certain classes of work where a 
low coefficient of expansion is desired. 
In order to see whether it could not 
be worked successfully the metallurgi- 
cal division of the United States bureau 
of standards prepared four ingots of 
invar. The first attempt at forging 
was unsuccessful, the ingot cracking 
and breaking under the forging press 
The second attempt was quite satis- 
factory as a result of careful handling 
during forging operations. 

It was found necessary to give light 
reductions and not to allow the forging 
temperature to drop below 1000 degrees 
Cent. during the first reduction. This 
ingot was forged to a M-inch rod, 
and a portion of this was cut off and 
machined to 144 imch. This rod has 
been cold drawn with two intermediate 
annealings down to wire approximately 


1/16 inch in diameter 


Manganese Ore Production 
Declines in 1921 


Sharply depressed output marked the 
domestic manganese and manganifer- 


ous ore industry during 1921 as shown 
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by the total of 13,531 tons shipped 
compared with 94,420 tons in 1920. 
Imports of manganese ore last year 
were 392,606 tons against 599,764 tons 
in 1920. In manganiferous ores the 
domestic tonnage snipped in 1921 
was 71,109 tons and in 1920, 636,966 
tons The drop is attributed by the 
United States geological survey to the 
higher cost of domestic production, 
to the lower grade of the ore and to 
a greater uncertainty of sufficient 
supply in comparison with foreign 
material. In 1921 the number of do- 
mestic shippers of manganese ores 
was 14 while in 1920 it was 56; for 
manganiferous ores it was 9 in 1921 
and 37 in 1920 

Further consideration of the figures 
shows the falling off in manganese 
ores was 86 per cent. The Anaconda 
Copper Mining Co., Butte, Montana, 
which shipped 56,265 tons in 1920 
forwarded only 28 tons in 1921. Mon- 
tana, however, shipped most of the 
manganese ore in 1921 as in the 5 
years preceding, its total being 11,129 
tons Shipments of manganiferous 
iron ore exclusive of ore used for 
fluxing declined 78 per cent The 
ferruginous manganese and mangani- 
ferous iron ores shipped from the 
Cuyuna district on the Superior 
ranges amounted to 56,530 tons in 
1921 against 248,913 tons in 1920. 
Fluxing ore containing manganese to- 
taled 130,698 tons in 1920 and 25,990 
tons in 1921.

A feature of a new monorail elec 
tric hoist developed recently by the 
Standard Electric Crane & Hoist Co., 
1420 Chestnut street, Philadelphia, is 
the short headroom which is required 
On the 3-ton capacity hoist, an effec- 
tive working headroom of only 14 
inches is sufficient.

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Iron Ore Rates in East Reduced 


Commerce Commission Withdraws 10 Per Cent Cut Ordered in June and Substitutes 
28 Per Cent Reduction, Effective Aug. 28—Less Advantage Now for 
Imported Ores—No Change in Ex-Lake Tariffs 


ASHINGTON, Aug. 1. 
Station-to-station freight rates 
on iron ore in eastern terri- 
tory and local ore rates from the 


Wharton and Ringwood mines in New 
Jersey will be reduced on Aug. 28 to 
the level effective prior to the 
eral rate advance of August, 
Ex-lake iron ore rates remain. un- 
changed. This is the effect of the 
final determination by the interstate 
commerce commission of the proceed- 
ings growing out of the suspension 
of ore tariffs last spring. 

Tariffs filed by the railroads reduced 
$tation-to-station rates in eastern ter- 
ritory 28 per cent as of April 1 and 
ex-lake rates 20 per cent as of April 
17. Immediately the Buffalo blast 
furnaces protested, and the commerce 
commission suspended the tariffs. In 
June both the ex-lake and the station- 
to-station were included in the

general 10 per cent reduction ordered 
by the commission. Now the com 
mission has decreed the proposed 20 


per cent reduction in ex-lake rates un- 
lawful and ordered the tariffs with- 
drawn, but has found the rates in the 
other suspended tariffs lawful. 
In the case of the ex-lake 
the 10 per cent reduction effective in 
June stands. But as regards the sta- 
tion-to-station and the New Jersey 
mine rates the 10 per cent reduction of 
June is automatically withdrawn and 
the withheld reduction of 28 per cent

is substituted. This decrease of 28 
per cent wipes out all of the rate 
advance of August, 1920. All inter- 


state ore rates in eastern territory, ex 
cept the ex-lake ones, are now back 
to the level of General Order No. 28, 
effective on June 25, 1918. 

This decision by the 
places the station-to-station rates on 
a parity with the import rates. Last 
August and September the Chesapeake
